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DETAILED ACTION 

On June 22, 2007, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting claims 1- 
32. On December 21 , 2007, the Applicant responded by amending claims 1 , 5-8, 1 1 , 
13-15, 20, and 29-32 and canceling claim 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-8 and 10-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Patterson (2002/0198813) in view of Brennan (2005/0187855). 

Patterson discloses the invention substantially as claimed; however, Patterson 
does not disclose an axis including indicia identifying prices within the price per unit 
range, and one or more bars displayed adjacent to the axis, wherein at any given point 
along the axis, a size of the bar in a direction perpendicular to the axis corresponds to 
the quantity available for cross trading at the price associated with said given point 
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along the axis. Patterson is silent with regard to the cross trade being between the one 
or more buy orders and the one or more sell orders. With regard cross trade, "a 
practice where buy and sell orders for the same stock are offset without recording the 
trade on the exchange, which is outlawed on most major stock exchanges. This also 
occurs when a broker executes both a buy and a sell for the same security from one 
client account to another where both accounts are managed by the same portfolio 
manager". Therefore, the Examiner finds that it is obvious to have a cross trade being 
between one or more buy orders and one or more sell orders. 

Brennan teaches a method and corresponding system and computer readable 
medium for analyzing trade data comprising graphically displaying onan axis indicia 
including prices and one or more bars displayed adjacent to the axis (fig. 5 and 11-12). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Brennan within Patterson for the 
motivation of having an alternative means for graphically displaying the trade 
information. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 10-32 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
